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POTATO  STOCKS  UP  7  PERCENT  FROM  YEAR  EARLIER 

Potato  stoci<s  as  of  April  1,  1982  in  15  major  fall  States  are  estimated  at 
77.5  million  cwt  (3.51  million  metric  tons).  This  is  7  percent  above  April  1 
a  year  ago,  but  16  percent  less  than  on  April  1,  1980. 

Estimated  holdings  in  the  three  Eastern  States  total  10.4  million  cwt,  8 
percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier  but  26  percent  below  April  1,  1980. 
Stocks  in  Maine,  at  8.60  million  cwt,  are  up  5  percent  from  a  year  ago.  In 
the  sj_x  Central  States  estimated  stocks  are  13.0  million  cwt,  64  percent  more 
than  on  April  1,  1981  but  5  percent  below  April  1,  1980.  North  Dakota's  stocks 
are  92  percent  greater  than  a  year  ago,  while  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  are  up 
70  and  36  percent,  respectively.  Holdings  in  the  s_n<  Western  States  are 
estimated  at  54.1  million  cwt,  2  percent  below  April  1,  1981  and  16  percent 
less  than  two  years  ago.  Idaho's  stocks  are  estimated  at  30.0  million  cwt, 
down  9  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  Holdings  in  Washington  are  up  15  percent 
while  Oregon  is  unchanged,  compared  with  April  1,  1981.

Sales  of  fall 
potatoes  for  all  purposes  generally  account  for  about  90  percent 
of  the  total  fall  production.  Shrinkage  and  loss  and  home  use 
account  for  the  remaining  10  percent.

During  the  past  9  years,  the  difference  between  the  April  1  preliminary 
and  final  estimate  averaged  2.9  million  hundredweight.  The  largest  deviation 
was  4.5  and  the  smallest  was  0.2  million  hundredweight.  The  preliminary 
April  1  estimate  was  below  the  final  estimate  8  out  of  the  past  9  years.

Disappearance  to  April  1,  1982  in  15  major  fall  States  totals  204  million 
cwt,  11  percent  above  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  This  includes  23.5  million 
cwt  of  potatoes  dumped  during  grading,  fed  to  livestock  on  potato  farms, 
discarded  without  grading  and  lost  to  shrinkage  (moisture  loss).  Disappearance 
for  the  month  of  March  totaled  29.3  million  cwt  compared  with  24.8  million  cwt 
for  March  1981. 

Potatoes  processed  to  April  1,  1982  in  seven  major  processing  States  total 
82.8  million  cwt,  16  percent  more  than  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  During 
March,  12.5  million  cwt  were  processed  compared  with  10.5  million  cwt  for 
March  1981.
